MOTOR REGISTRATIONS IN AUSTRALIA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Melbourne reports 
concerning the registration of motor cars and com- 
mercial vehicles in the various States of the Common- 
wealth of Australia (except Western Australia) and 
also in the Metropolitan Area of Perth (Western 
Australia) during April, 1928, as follows: — 

South Australia, 561 new and 734 old motor touring 
ears; Victoria, 3,157 new and 295 old cars; New South 
Wales, 2,367 new and 989 old cars; Queensland, 1,406; 
and Tasmania, 130 motor touring cars. 
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As regards commercial vehicles, South Australia hag

old commercial vehicles; Queensland and Tasmania, 
205 and 38 commercial vehicles respectively. 

In the Metropolitan Area of Perth registrations

MOTOR CYCLES IN FRENCH WEST AFRICA. 

The British Consul-General at Dakar (Senegal) 
reports that registrations of motor cycles in French 
West Africa as at Ist January, 1928, totalled 485, as 
follows: Senegal, 104, Ivory Coast, 63; Sudan, 49;

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From the available information as to furnaces in 
blast it appears that the average output of pig iron in 
July per furnace was 4,105 tons in the United 
Kingdom, 5,558 tons in France, 5,699 tons in Belgium, 
10,181 tons in Germany, and 16,604 tons in the United 
States. 

FraANcE.—Coal output in July was 4,105,000 tons, 
compared with 4,804,000 tons in June and 4,126,000 
tons in July, 1927. The output per working day 
showed a slight reduction from 165,520 tons in June 
to 164,190 tons in July. Pig-iron output was slightly 
reduced in July; production averaged 26,530 tons per 
calendar day, as compared with 27,650 tons in June 
and 24,410 tons in July, 1927. Furnaces in blast 
numbered 148 both at the beginning and end of the 
month. The July pig-iron output included 25,580 tons 
of forge and Bessemer iron, 130,860 tons of foundry 
iron, 648,410 tons of basic iron, and 17,710 tons of 
ferro-alloys. The output of steel was down by nearly 
40,000 tons eOmpared with the high output in June. 
Iron and steel prices —The most notable feature on 
the iron and steel market in August was the advance 
in the price of sheets at the beginning of the month. 
Merchant bars were also advaneed. Prices (per metric 
ton) at the end of August for these descriptions were 
as follows: Thick sheets, 850-860 franes; medium 
sheets, 880-900 frs.; fine sheets, 1,200-1,300 frs.; 
merchant bars, 760-720 frs. Representative quotations 
for other descriptions were unchanged from the end of 
the previous month. 

Bencium.—tThe rate of coal output declined further 
in July, production averaging 87,390 tons per working 
day, as compared with 90,690 tons in June and 88,130 
tons in July, 1927. Pig-iron output also fell off 
slightly; the average being 10,290 tons per calendar 
day in July, as compared with 10,530 tons in June, 
and 10,150 tons in July, 1927. Furnaces in blast 
numbered 56 both at the beginning and end of the 
month. The production of crude steel was less than 
in May or June. Iron and steel prices.—The higher 
tendency of iron and steel prices at the end of July 
was continued in August. Export prices (f.o.b. 
Antwerp) at the end of August were as follows: Pig 
iron, No. 3 Foundry, £3 5s.; blooms (4-5 in.), £4 15s. ; 
billets (2-23 in.), £4 18s. 6d.; sheet bars, £4 19s. ; 
joists (standard sections), £4 18s. 6d.; plates (4% in.), 
£6 9s.; medium sheets (-); in.), £6 18s. 6d.; and thin 
sheets (,°, mm.), £10 15s.; all prices per metric ton. 


GERMANY.—Coal production in July advanced 
sharply over recent months. Pig-iron output was 
again on a reduced scale and below that for July, 
1927; output averaged 32,840 tons per calendar day, 
as compared with 33,500 tons in June, and 35,200 tons 
in July, 1927. Furnaces in blast at the end of July 
numbered 100, a net reduction of three since the 
beginning of the month. The July pig-iron output 
included 165,260 tons of foundry and hematite, 
652,770 tons of basic, 199,180 tons of ferro-alloys, and 
860 tons of forge pig iron. Steel output in July was 
slightly advanced over recent months; production 
averaged 49,620 tons per working day, as compared 
with 48,990 tons in June and 51,560 tons in July, 
1927. Iron and _ steel prices.—Home prices were 
unchanged from July. 

Unitep Stares.—tT'he output of coal in the United 
States in July amounted to 36,385,000 tons, including 
82,389,000 tons of bituminous and 3,996,000 tons of 
anthracite. Compared with June there was a de- 
crease in the total production of 458,000 tons, the 
heavy reduction of 737,000 tons in the anthracite 
output being partially offset by an increased produc- 
tion of 279,000 tons of bituminous coal. The average 
output per working day of bituminous coal in July rose 
to 1,296,000 tons from 1,235,000 tons in June and 
1,201,000 tons in July, 1927, whilst in the case of 
anthracite the daily production of 160,000 tons in July 
showed a sharp decline from the average of 182,000 
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tons in June and 179,000 tons in July of the previous 
vear. Pig-iron production was less than in June, the 
rate per calendar day being 99,091 tons, as against 
102,733 tons. In July, 1927, the average daily output 
was 95,199 tons. Furnaces in blast on Ist August 
numbered 185, a net decrease of 4 since the end of 
June. Steel-ingot output in July averaged 152,463 
tons per working day, compared with a daily output of 
143,960 in June and 128,165 tons in July, 1927. Jron 
and steel prices.—During the last week in August pig- 
iron prices were increased in several districts. No. 2 
Foundry, Birmingham, at 16 dollars 25 cents and 
Chicago at 18 dols., shows advances of 75 cts. and 
5U ets. respectively over the prices ruling at the end 
of July. No. 2 Southern, Cincinatti, advanced to 
19 dols. 94 cts. and Malleable, Chicago, to 18 dols. 
The prices of rails and billets were unchanged from 
July, but steel bars, Pittsburgh and New York, at 
1.90 cts. and 2.24 cts. respectively, tank plates, Pitts- 
burgh, at 1.90 cts., and beams, Pittsburgh, at 1.90 ets. 
(per lb. to large buyers), all show advances in August 
from the previous month’s quotations.

Considering ‘‘ dutiable goods,’’ i.e., manufactured or 
semi-finished articles as opposed to ‘‘ free goods,’’ which 
are mainly raw materials, the increase over the five-year 
period has been nearly 17 per cent. from the United States 
and 20 per cent. from the United Kingdom. The position 
may be regarded as gratifying, having regard to the 
intensity of competition owing to the natural advantages 
enjoyed by the United States, the principal competitor 
of the United Kingdom. 

Considering the total import figures, the British share 
is about 17 per cent. as against 65 per cent. enjoyed 
by the United States. When, however, certain commodi- 
ties in which the United Kingdom cannot compete with 
the United States are excluded, e.g., raw cotton, petro- 
leum, timber, etc., certain manufactured goods in which 
British competition is at present ineffectual, e.g., automo- 
biles and parts thereof; also certain commodities not pro- 
duced in the United Kingdom, but credited in the re- 
turns as of British origin, e.g., tea, wool; the British 
share of the trade in competitive goods is probably about 
23 per cent. 

lt. is unnecessary to stress here the prosperous position 
of Canada and the general feeling of confidence in the 
future. Increased buying in this country is due to a 
variety of causes; more business men are visiting tlie 
Dominion than formerly; more visitors are coming to the 
British Industries Fair; a few more Canadian firms have 
established buying offices in this country. 

The recent Empire Shopping Week in Canada will no 
doubt have its effect in time, and greater purchases in 
this country may be anticipated; it must not be for- 
gotten, however, that the slogan ‘‘ Buy Canadian Goods ” 
has great sway in Canada. 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner recently toured the 
principal industrial centres in the United Kingdom for 
the purpose of interviewing firms interested in the Cana- 
dian market, and found a greater determination to cater 
for it than heretofore and greater willingness expressed 
to pay a visit to the market in order to study at first 
hand its demands and prospects. 

The present population of Canada is about nine and 
a half millions, and the possibilities of the Dominion as 
a market for British goods are excellent if due regard 
is paid to its special requirements and trading methods.

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TUNISIA. 








A PROSPEROUS YEAR. 


In the course of a Report to the Department of 
Overseas Trade on economic conditions in Tunisia 
in 1927, Mr. R. J. Fowler, British Vice-Consul at 
Tunis, states that the general prosperity of the 
country remained, apparently, unaffected by a bad 
harvest. There was no unemployment nor an un- 
usually large number of bankruptcies. The building 
trade was kept very busy. Shops and stores were well 
patronised and the demand for luxury articles con- 
{inued to increase. ‘The importation of motor cars, for 
instance, rose in value by 18 million franes, motor 
cycles by over half a million frs., jewellery, clocks and 
other metal manufactures by 19 million frs., furniture 
by 3 million frs., and musical instruments by 4 mil- 
lion frs. 

The foreign trade of Tunisia in 1927 amounted to 
2,798,302,921 frs., of which imports accounted for 
1,771,629,439 frs. and exports for 1,026,673,482 frs. 
The total trade shows an increase over the previous 
vear of 168,246,482 frs., but whereas imports in- 
ereased by 411,297,895 frs., exports decreased by 
243,051,413 frs. In other words, the balance of trade 
against ‘'unisia rose from 904 million frs. in 1926 to 
745 million frs. in 1927. This widening of the margin 
was due principally te the failure of the cereal crops 
caused by an insufficient rainfall. In 1926 cereal ex- 
ports amounted to 277,424,800 frs., against only 
31,107.610 frs. in 1927. For the same reason imports 
of farinaceous foodstuffs rose from 30,525,567 frs. in 
1926 to 200,381,352 frs. in 1927. 


TRADE WITH FRANCE. 


The total trade between France and Tunisia 
in 1927 amounted to 1,3784 million frs., of 
which 99534 million frs. were imports and 383 
million frs, experts. As compared with 1926 the 
total trade decreased by 994 million frs., imports 
having increased by 128% million frs. and exports 
having decreased by 228 million frs. This decline in 
exports was due to the deficit in Tunisia’s cereal crops. 
France’s share in the total foreign trade of the 
hiegency thus fel! from 56-19 per cent. in 1926 to 49-26 
per cent. in 1927. The balance of trade in favour of 
France, however, rose from 256 million frs. in 1926 to 
6124 million frs. in 192 Of Tunisia’s total imports 
in 1927 France’s share amounted to 56:19 per cent., 
and of the exports 37-30 per cent., as compared with 
63-76 per cent. and 48-12 per cent. respectively in the 
previous year. 


TRADE WITH ALGERIA, 

In 1927 Algeria’s total trade with Tunisia amounted 
to 215 million frs., consisting of 154 million frs. in 
imports and 61 million frs. in exports. As compared 
with 1926 the total trade in 1927 decreased by 35 mil- 
lion frs., the imports by 8 million frs. and the exports 
by 27 million frs. Algeria’s share of the total trade in 
1927 was 7-70 per cent., of the :mports 8-70 per cent., 
and of the exports 5-97 per cent. 


TRADE witnu ITALY. 


Italy’s trade with Tunisia rose from 334 million frs. 
in 1926 to 3604 million frs. in 1927, imports having 
risen from 764 million frs. to 101 million frs., and 
exports from 2574 million frs. to 2594 million frs. 
Her share of the total trade in 1927 was 12-88 per 
cent., of the imports 5-70 per cent., and of the exports 
25°27 per cent. Her chief exports to Tunisia were 
silk yarn valued at 204 million frs., cotton thread at 
Si million frs., as compared with 44 million frs. from 
France and 2 million frs. from Great Britain, and 
cotton fabrics valued at 84 million frs., as compared 
with 3 million frs. from Great Britain. Her chief

imports from ‘Tunisia were olive oil, valued at 175} 
million frs., and phosphates, 42 million frs., as com- 
pared with 21 million frs. to Great Britain. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED STATES. 


The total trade of the United States with Tunisia in 
1927 amounted to 1014 million frs., of which 82 million 
frs. were imports and 194 million frs. were exports. 
As compared with 1926 the total trade in 1927 in- 
creased by 39 million frs., the imports by 31 million 
frs., and the exports by 8 million frs. She thus main- 
tained her position as fourth supplying country and 
became fifth in the total trade, having won this posi- 
tion from Belgium. Her principal exports to Tunisia 
were machinery and parts, valued at 27 million frs., 
as compared with 54 million frs. from Great Britain; 
motor spirit, 24 million frs.; heavy oils, 2 million frs. ; 
mazout, almost half a million frs.; raw and manu- 
factured tobaceo, 7 million frs.; wheat, 6 million frs. ; 
fresh and frozen meat, 5} million frs.; and auto- 
mobiles, 24 million frs., as compared with 50 million 
frs. from France and 2 million frs. from Italy. Her 
chief imports from Tunisia were olive oil, amounting 
to 8 million frs., and iron ore to 7 million frs. 


BELGIUM. 


The total trade with Belgium in 1927 amounted to 
79 million frs., consisting of 374 million frs. in imports 
and 414 million frs. in exports. As compared with 
1926 the total trade increased by 3 million frs. and 
the imports by 11 million frs. Exports decreased by 
8 million frs. Belgium’s principal exports to Tunisia 
in 1927 were fabrics, cther than cotton, valued at 
6 million frs.; prepared skins, 5 million frs.; and sugar, 
21 million frs. Her principal imports from Tunisia 
were phosphates, amounting to 18 million frs.; zine 
ore, 14 million frs.; lead ore, 5 million frs.; and wine,

GREAT BRITAIN. 


The total trade with Great Britain in 1927 amounted 
to 122 million frs., of which 51 million frs. were 
imports and 71 million frs. exports, the balance of 
trade in favour of Tunisia being 20 million frs., as com- 
pared with 38 million frs. in 1926. The total trade in 
1927 exzeeded that of the previous year by 28 mil- 
lions frs., imports by 23 miilion frs., and exports by 
5 million frs.

TRADE OF BRUNEI IN 1927. 


According to the State of Brunei Report for 1927 
the value of the chief imports and exports last year was 
approximately 2,862,218 dollars, as against 3,276,573 
dols. in 1926. The decline is more than accounted for 
by the lower prices prevailing during the year for 
plantation rubber. 

The chief increases in imports were in rice, flour, 
sugar and petroleum, but there was a marked decline 
in those of dyed cotton goods, sarongs and machinery. 
The values of the leading items were rice, 298,812 
dols., machinery 204,502 dols., provisions 113,818 
dols., and tobaeeo 111,763 dols. 

As regards exports the principal advances were 
under the headings of pigs and kajangs, cutch, planta- 
tion rubber and sago wl The highest values were 
recorded in plantation rubber, 892,627 dols., cutch, 
202,840 dols., jelutong rubber, 177,029 dols., and dried 
prawns, 54,179 dols. 





WEST INDIAN CROPS AND TRADE. 


The following notes are from a report to Barclays 
Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) by their 
managers in the territories concerned :— 

Cable advices report that fine rains, which were 
general throughout Barbados, appear likely to con- 
tinue. ‘I'he young cane crop has made considerable 
progress. Sugar prices remain depressed, and the 
demand for molasses is slow. 

The weather in T'rinidad has been favourable for the 
srowing crops, being characterised by a mild and con- 
tinuous rainfall, which was well distributed. The 
sugar crop for 1929 appears to be in very good condi- 
tion and has not been adversely affected by the short 
dry spells to which this cultivation has lately been 
subjected. Total exports of sugar for the seven 
months ended 31st July amounted to 63,309 tons, and 
constituted a record. ‘The totals for the same periods 
of 1927 and 1926 were 37,240 tons and 55,270 tons 
respectively. 

The coming cocoa crop is expected to be later than 
last year and pickings will not become general until 
quite late in November or early in December. The 
witchbroom fungus is being carefully watched. 
Weather conditicns have been very suitable for the 
coconut crop and for the industry as a whole. 

So far as is at present known, Jamaica appears to 
have entirely escaped the dev: astating hurricane which 
recently passed over the West Indies and caused severe 
damage to the Leeward and other islands. Exports of 
bananas still continue to show a large falling off, the 
total of 10,199,681 bunches shipped this year to 11th 
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August showing a decrease of 2,617,283 bunches as 
compared with the same period in 1927. The banana 
market in the United States is still very weak, and 
purchasers in Jamaica are only offering 2s. 3d. per 
count bunch. Local prices for pimento and coffee 
continue high. ‘Trade conditions have been dull and 
a revival is not expected until towards the end of the 
year. 

A very severe hurricane recently passed over the 
Leeward Islands, and, according to latest cable 
reports, heavy and serious damage has been caused to 
Government buildings and private property. In 
Dominica, all the jetties were destroyed and heavy 
damage done to the sea front, while in St. Kitts-Nevis, 
buildings and crops have both suffered heavily and 
there has been some loss of life. In the two last 
islands the storm was followed by ten inches of rain, 
and in Antigua by 44 inches. The extent of the 
damage to the crops has not vet been ascertained. 
In the case of St. Kitts, as high a figure as 25 per 
cent. has been mentioned, but it is hoped that the 
resultant rains may do much to retrieve the damage 
done by the hurricane itself, and some time must 
elapse before any view, even approximately accurate, 
ean be obtained. 

Weather conditions throughout the Windward 
Tslands have been seasonable and favourable to the 
crops. ‘Trade has been quiet. 

The weather in British Guiana has been seasonable. 
Trade conditions generally remain dull. The total 
exports of sugar during the period January-July last 
amounted to 63,082 tons, as against 51,138 tons in 
the same period of 1927; rice exports totalled 
22,979,110 Ibs. (11,835,805 Ibs.); copra, 3,406,300 Ibs. 
(1,016,910 lbs.); and diamonds, 78,944 carats (104,009 


carats).

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CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN FOR GOODS 
IN TRANSIT TO LATVIA FROM 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


With reference to previous notices regarding certifi- 
eates of origin for goods imported into Latvia, the 
Board of Trade have received information from the 
Latvian Consul-General in London that, in virtue of 
an amendment which has been made in the regula- 
tions, certificates of origin issued by a Chamber of 
Commerce in Great Britain are now accepted for 
foreign goods of a class not subject to import duty 
in Great Britain which are shipped in transit from 
Great Britain to Latvia; such certificates need not 
state that the goods in question have been in the unin- 
terrupted custody of the British Customs authorities. 
The certificate should, however, contain a statement 
that the goods referred to are not dutiable in Great 
Britain according to the provisions of the Import 
Tariff. 

The Consul-General adds that in cases where foreign 
goods, dutiable in Great Britain, have been released 
from the custody of the Customs authorities in Great 
Britain, the Latvian ‘‘ Maximum ’’ Tariff rates will 
be applied on their importation into Latvia unless they 
have been re-manufactured in Great Britain and the 
cost of British labour and/or material represents at 
least 50 per cent. of the value of the completely 
manufactured article. 





INSTITUTE OF METALS.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1929. 





BIRMINGHAM JEWELLERS’ ASSOCIATION 
EXHIBIT. 


As already mentioned, recent activities on the part 
of the Birmingham Jewellers’ and Silversmiths’ Asso- 
ciation give promise of an unusually attractive section 
at the forthcoming British Industries Fair. Heart- 
ened by the success secured at the 1928 Fair, and in 
view of the present rather more encouraging trade 
position, the Association is making a definite effort to 
secure that at the 1929 Fair the jewellery section will 
be one of the features most attractive to overseas 
buyers, and one fully representative of the industry in 
all its branches.

The 
centre portion, which will be surrounded by suitable 
cases containing the gocds, will be furnished as a 
lounge, and, in the opinion of the Committee, will 
not only be an effective way of attracting attention, 
but will prove helpful to buyers in their work, 


EXHIBITING CONDITIONS AND FACILITIES. 


No manufacturer will be allotted more than one 
unit of space for each class of goods he makes, but 
where the Conimittee is satisfied that it is impossible 
for him adequately to display a selection of his goods 
in that area, they will allot him a larger space pro 
rata. Provision will be made for anyone wishing to 
display large or exceptional pieces which cannot effect- 
ively be shown in ordinary wall or counter cases. 

The whole exhibit will be in charge of an experi- 
enced and responsible official from the Association, 
and no exhibitor will be allowed to attend at his 
exhibit unless authorised to do so by the official in 
charge. A buyer will be ieft perfectly free to make 
what inspection he wishes of the exhibits without 
being importuned to buy, and will thus be able to 
make a close examination and comparison. Pro- 
minent notices will be displayed inviting buyers to 
upply to the official in charge for any information they 
may desire. 

An exhibitor will be immediately advised of any 
buyer who has expressed interest in his goods; and, if 
possible, an appointment will be made for him to 
inspect a further range of samples, For this purpose, 
it is proposed to have a number of small cubicles, or 
offices, where buyers and manufacturers may talk and 
examine samples in private. 

The Association stand will form part of the com- 
posite exhibit, and will aim at assisting exhibitors in 
various ways, such as ascertaining the stability of any 
firm in the shortest space of time, keeping exhibitors 
informed as to the buyers who are interested in their 
goods, and, as far as possible, of any overseas buyers 
who are expected. 

A telephone will be installed, also an office which 
buyers will be invited to use for the receipt and 
dispatch of letters, messages, etc., with a typist in 
attendance to deal with buyers’ correspondence. 
Uniform tablets will be placed on each display giving 
name and address of manufacturer, and if, in addi- 
tion to the composite exhibit, he has a separate stall 
in the Fair, a notice to the effect that a full range of

OVERSEAS TRADE IN JULY. 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India has for- 
warded the following press note relating to the foreign 
seaborne trade in July, 1928, issued by the Department otf 
Commercial Intelligence and Statistics at Calcutta :— 

The trade returns of British India for the month of 
July, 1928, as compared with the preceding month, showed 
decreases in the values of imports, exports and re-exports. 
Imports of private merchandise totalled Rs. 18,73 lakhs, 
a decline of Rs. 6 lakhs for June. The value of exports 
of Indian produce and manufactures decreased by 
Rs. 1,37 lakhs from Rs. 27,66 lakhs in June to Rs. 26,29 
lakhs in July, and re-exports fell Rs. 8 lakhs to Rs. 54 
lakhs. The comparison of the trade figures for July and 
the four months ended with July, 1928, with those for the 
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preceding month and the corresponding period of the 
previous year is set forth below :—

Measured by the statistics ef merchandise and treasure 
the total visible balance of trade in July, 1928, was 
Rs. 3,89 lakhs in favour of India as compared with 
Rs. 7,92 lakhs in June, 1928, and Rs. 5,50 lakhs a year 
ago. During the four months ended July, 1928, the 
visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
Rs. 18,15 lakhs in favour of India as compared with 
Rs. 6,86 lakhs in the corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding year. The balance of remittances of funds in 
Juiy, 1928, was plus Rs. 85 lakhs, and in the four months 
ended July, 1928, minus Rs. 11,46 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXPorRTs. 


As compared with July, 1927, imports of food, drink, 
and tobacco in the month under review rose by Rs. 97 
lakhs to Rs. 3,71 lakhs, and those of raw materials by 
Rs. 45 lakhs to Rs. 186 lakhs, while manufactured articles 
fell by Rs. 145 lakhs to Rs. 12,72 lakhs. Under food, 
drink and tobacco, imports of sugar 16 D.S. and above 
increased in quantity by 49,300 tons to 107,000 tons, and 
in value by Rs. 82 lakhs to Rs. 197 lakhs. The quantity of 
rice not in the husk imported almost entirely into Madras 
during July, 1928, amounted to 5,100 tons, valued at 
Rs. 8 lakhs. Imports of betel nuts were valued at Rs. 29 
lakhs, or an increase of Rs. 11 lakhs over July, 1927. 
Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil showed an 
increase of 7 million gallons in quantity and of Rs. 33 
lakhs in value; imports of lubricating oils and fuel oils 
also rose by about 2 and 3 million gallons respectively in 
quantity, and by Rs. 6 and 3 lakhs in value. Under 
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manufactured articles imports of cotton yarn and manu- 
factures decreased by Rs. 1,07 lakhs, of which cotton yarn 
accounted for Rs. 12 lakhs. All the principal descriptions 
of piece-goods declined, grey and white goods falling re- 
spectively by 20 and 14 million yards in quantity, and in 
value by Rs. 48 and 31 lakhs, while coloured goods declined 
4 million yards in quantity and in value Rs. 12 lakhs. 
There was also a decrease under iron and steel (— Rs. 56 
lakhs), while increases were noticeable under machinery 
and millwork (+ Rs. 33 lakhs) and vehicles (+ Rs. 11 
lakhs). 

As regards exports of Indian merchandise, food, drink, 
and tobacco fell Rs. 2,45 lakhs to Rs. 6,32 lakhs owing 
mainly to a drop in shipments of foodgrains. Exports of 
wheat shrank 106,000 tons in quantity and Rs. 152 lakhs 
in value, and those of rice showed a decrease of 29,000 
tons in quantity, and of Rs. 58 lakhs in value. Exports 
of tea increased 3} million lbs. in quantity, with a small 
decrease in value. Exports of pepper declined by 16,000 
cwts. in quantity and Rs. 14 lakhs in value. Raw 
materials and produce exported rose by Rs. 3,63 lakhs 
to Rs. 12,89 lakhs. Under this group the exports of raw 
cotton advanced from 32,000 tons, valued at Rs. 3,17 
lakhs, to 51,000 tons, valued at Rs. 5,41 lakhs. Of the 
total shipments of raw cotton Japan took 27,500 tons, or 
o4 per cent., Belgium 5,000 tons, or 10 per cent., Italy 
4,400 tons, China 3,800 tons, and Germany 3,400 tons, 
while the remainder went mainly to the United Kingdom 
and France. Exports of raw jute declined in quantity 
from 38,000 tons to 36,000 tons, but the value rose by 
Rs. 8 lakhs to Rs. 1,33 lakhs. Exports of oilseeds recorded 
an increase of Rs. 98 lakhs, to which groundnuts con- 
tributed Rs. 75 lakhs and castorseed Rs. 13 lakhs. There 
was also an increase in exports of raw skins (+Rs. 31 
lakhs), while those of lac rose in quantity by 6,000 cwts., 
but fell in value by Rs. 8 lakhs. Manufactured goods 
decreased by Rs. 55 lakhs to Rs. 6,88 lakhs. Shipments 
of gunny bags decreased by nearly 3 millions in number 
and by Rs. 634 lakhs in value. The yardage of gunny 
cloth exported fell from 150 millions in July, 1927, to 
129 millions in July, 1928, and the value fell by Rs. 6 lakhs 
to Rs. 2,67 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH ForREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
52 per cent. in July, 1927, to 43 per cent. in July, 1928, 
and in exports from 30 per cent. to 24 per cent. The 
shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in the 
month under survey were 6, 6, and 7 per cent. respec- 
tively under imports, and 8, 13 and 10 per cent. re- 
spectively under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign coun- 
tries and British Possessions during July amounted re- 
spectively to 629,000 and 634,000, as against 649,000 and 
632,000 in June, 1928, and 531,000 and 641,000 a year 
ago. During the four months ended July, 1928, the ton- 
nage of vessels entered and cleared with cargoes totalled 
respectively 2,722,000 and 2,760,000, as compared with 
2.411,000 and 2,577,000 in the corresponding period of the 
preceding year.

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CANADA. 


EVIDENCES OF PROSPERITY. 


In the course of an article in its Monthly Letter on 
“Canadian Prosperity ’’ the Royal Bank of Canada 
states that at the beginning -of 1927 Canada’s in- 
vestments abroad _ totalled 1,300 million dollars, an 
amount nearly one-quarter as large as the 5,500 million 
dols. of foreign investments in Canada. Of the total 
Canadian investment abroad 620 million dois. was accu- 
muiated in the years 1923 to 1926: The Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics at Ottawa estimates that during 1927 the 
Canadian public absorbed 50 million dols.’ worth of new 
foreign bond issues, and repurchased 12 million dols.’ 
worth of Canadian public securities from British holders. 
When the value of the commodities exported exceeds the 
value of the commodities imported, when tourist expendi- 
ture in Canada exceeds Canadian tourist expenditure 
abroad, and when the total of such incoming payments and 
others, such as those for interest, insurance and debt, are 
more than expenditure, it is inevitable that the balance 
sheet of Canada’s international trade should show a net 
credit balance. 

When all the visible and invisible items are totalled, 
it is found that the net balance in favour of Canada in 
i923 amounted tc 45 million dols.; in 1924 to 108 million 
dols.; in 1925 to 277 miuliion dols.; and in 1926 to 191 
million dols. Previous to 1923 there was a period when 
Canada’s imports of capital exceeded exports owing to 
the repayment of funds advanced to Great Britain during 
the war. 

The export of capital has served to permit Canada to 
regain the control of a number of her own industries where 
control had previously been held abroad. In addition, 
Canadians are participating in the purchase of securities 
underwritten in the United States, and, in fact, the great 
majority of Canadian issues brought out in the United 
States are Jointly offered to the Canadian public by 
Canadian underwriters. 


Construction: ‘* Luxury ’’ Goons. 

Construction is at once the effect and cause of business 
activity—at the same time an index of development and 
a semi-permanent form of saving. The present large 
volume of building construction undertaken and projected 
is a tangible evidence of accumulated wealth within the 
country. Its geographical distribution is such as_ to 
warrant the belief that all parts of the country are sharing 
in this prosperity. Approximately 4,500 miles of railway 
line are to be constructed or improved during the next 
two years, and these will open up such new agricultural 
and industrial areas as the Peace River district and that 
of Lake St. John. 

The high standard of living and consuming power, the 
third index of prosperity, is reflected in the imports of 
‘luxury ’’ goods, such, for example, as Oriental carpets, 
silks and rayons, perfumes and jewellery. The total value 
of the imports of the products mentioned increased from 
25 miltion dols. in the fiscal year ended 3]st March, 1923, 
to 34 million dols. in 1925-26, to 40 million dols. in 1926- 
27, and to 42 million dols. in 1927-28. 

An increase of 76 per cent. in the volume of petroleum 
imports between 1923 and 1928 is related to the increasing 
use of the automobile; Canadian per capita registration 
of automobiles is second only to that of the United States. 
New sales of automobiles (production plus imports, minus 
exports) increased in value from 56 million dols. in 1923- 
24 to 71 million dols. in 1924-25, to 101 million dols. in 
1925-26, and to 105 million dols. in 1926-27. The increase 
is most marked in the more expensive cars.

CYPRUS. 





FOREIGN TRADE IN JULY. 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that imports during July, at £160,420, were £32,520 
higher than in the corresponding month of last year and 
£48,291 more than the quinquennial average. The most 
icticeable increases occurred in the following items: flour, 
manure, motor cars, motor car and other tyres, oils (non- 
edible), and timber, large consignments of the latter 
coming from Roumania. 
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The total value of exports for the month was £132,593, 
practically the same as for July, 1927, but £30,864 above 
the five years’ average. The commodities to record in- 
creases were: almonds, asbestos, raw cotton, pyrites and 
raw silk. 

Shipping maintained a good average. 


IMPORTS AND EXPporTs. 


The total value of imports and exports during July 
compare as follows with the last five years’ average, 
£112,129 and £101,729 respectively. The values of the chief 
trading commodities during the month under review are 
as is shown in the following table:

IRISH FREE STATE. 





THE LINEN, COTTON, HEMP AND JUTE, 
AND CANVAS INDUSTRIES. 


The tenth of the series of Preliminary Reports on the 
Census of Production taken in the Irish Free State in 
1926 surveys the operations of the 29 establishments in 
the Free State at which linen, cotton, hemp, jute and 
canvas goods were made in that year. Eleven of these 
establishments were concerned mainly in the making up 
of canvas goods and in the repairing of second-hand bags 
and sacks bought for repair and resold, and six were 
institutions (convents, etc.), the output of which in these 
industries consisted principally of lace and embroidery 
goods.

Owing to the possibility of the disclosure of the business 
of certain firms it is not possible to give very full details 
of the output, or of the principal materials used in 
producing it, of certain branches of this group of 
trades. According to 63 returns furnished by owners of 
scutch mills the amount received by them by way of 
commission for the scutching of raw flax was £8,040. 
This is not included in the above figures of output.

The total cost of materials used in making the 1926 
output was £289,390, of which yarns (1,873,925 Ibs.) 
accounted for £115,241, piece-goods (392,906 sq. yds.) for 
£10,807, and all other materials, including raw jute, 
second-hand bags, and sacks bought for repair and resale, 


dyes, chemicals, etc., for £163,342. 
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The cost at works of fuel, purchased electricity, oils, 
etc., used for heating, lighting, transport, driving engines, 
etc., was £12,855, of which coal (5,882 tons) was respon- 
sible for £10,962. The estimated cost of purchased boxes, 
cases and other packing materials sold with the output, 
the cost of replacing tools and the cost of materials for 
repairs to buildings or plant, executed by the firms’ own 
workpeople in 1926, was £5,679.

SALARIES AND WAGES: PERSONS EMPLOYED. 


The amount paid in salaries by the 29 concerns was 
£16,658, and in wages £98,210, a total of £114,868. 

The number of persons engaged in the week ended 
16th October, 1926, in the production of the goods speci- 
fied in the gross output table was 1,816, of whom 20 were 
proprietors working in the business, 93 were clerks and 
salaried employees, 1,457 were industrial workers at the 
factory, etc., and 68 were storekeepers, packers, carters, 
etc., while workers employed in their own homes numbered 
178. Of the total of 1,816 persons engaged in these in- 
dustries 1,212 were females, of whom 153 were under the 
age of 18. Of the 604 males, 58 were under that age. 

Though practically all the factories were open during 
the whole year, it was reported by several firms that for 
considerable periods a large proportion of their staffs were 
employed on ‘‘ short time.’’ Excluding the six institu- 
tions, at which apparently regular hours were not worked, 


twelve establishments worked normally a 48-hour week, 
three a 47-hour week, two a 46-hour week, two a 45-hour 


week, and four a 44-hour week. 
Capacity OF ENGINES, ETC. 
The effective horse-power of prime muvers was 2,502 


(reciprocating steam engines 2,198), the rated horse-power 
of electric motors (exclusive of converters or transformers) 
was 92, and the kilowatt capacity of electric generators 
was 213.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1927. 


The total value of imports and exports during the year 
under review was £172,097 and £145,815, as compared 
with £203,606 and £162,909 respectively in 1926, states 
the St. Vincent Report for 1927. The chief groups of

SOUTH AFRICA. 





TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union :— 

Business conditions continue to improve slowly. Good 
rains in the Western Province, the Central and North- 
Kastern Cape Province, and the Southern Free State have 
improved farming prospects. The condition of livestock 
generally is satisfactory, though more rain is needed in 
certain districts. 


Recorp TRANSVAAL GOLD YIELD. 


The Transvaal gold output in August amounted to 
891,863 fine ozs., valued at £3,788,393, compared with 
867,211 ozs., valued at £3,683,678, in July. The increase 
in output, which creates a new record, is due to the longer 
working month; the daily average output declined from 
33,354 ozs. to 33,032. The number of native labourers 
employed showed a slight recovery from 194,584 to 194,788. 

Conditions on the diamond market are unchanged. In 
addition, to the suspension of the publication of the 
monthly production figures, that of the half-yearly figures 
is now also suspended indefinitely. 

Railway earnings from 12th August to 8th September 
were £2,061,854, or £121,854 above the estimate. Total 
earnings from Ist April to 8th September’ were 
£11,333,093, or £178,093 above the estimate for that 
period, 

Crops AND MARKETS. 

Exports of maize and maize products during August 
totalled 1,967,000 bags. Prices were again slightly lower 
on the month in sympathy with overseas markets, and 
holders are reluctant to sell at current values. Prospects 
for the Western Province cereal and fruit crops have been 
much improved by the recent heavy rains. Exports of 
citrus fruit in August totalled 186,392 boxes, compared 
with 158,705 boxes in August, 1927. 

The Natal sugar crop still needs rain. The estimate is 
unchanged at 270,000 tons, over half of which has already 
been manufactured. Exports to date total about 24,000 
tons. There has been no improvement in the overseas 
demand for wattle bark, but, owing to the scarcity of 
supplies, the local market remains firm. 

The local wool season opened at a decline of about 
5 per cent. compared with the July rates. Demand, 
which is mainly on Continental account, is fairly good, and 
prices are still above the Australian parity, but it 1s 
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doubtful if the present level will be fully maintained. 
The South African clip is expected to show a further 
increase, and exports during the coming season are 
officially estimated (on a grease basis) at 285,000 bales, 
compared with 273,000 bales last season. Mohair prices 
are lower on the month in sympathy with wool. The 
market is quiet, but present quotations are expected to 
be about maintained; supplies are moderate and arrivals 
are slow. Sheepskins are lower in sympathy with wool, 
but hides are unchanged. In spite of the large supplies 
offered the ostrich feather market remains firm, and 
prices continue to improve slowly. 

The building trade remains well employed, and the 
manufacturing industries generally are busy. The foot- 
wear industry, however, is still quiet, and the engineering 
industry is less active. Business in agricultural machinery 
continues satisfactory, and the prospects are good. Soit- 
goods business remains quiet.

BELGIUM. 





THE CERAMIC INDUSTRY. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Brussels states 
that the importance of the Belgian ceramic industry is 
shown by the figures of the extraction, importation and 
exportation of plastic clay. In the course of last year 
the extraction reached 435,000 tons, while imports 
amounted to 184,000 tons, giving a total of 619,000 tons. 
After deduction of exports, which amounted to 142,000 
tons (estimated at 50 million frs. approximately), 477,000 
tons remained to be used by the home industry. To this 
should be added the clay required for ordinary brick- 
making. Statistics show that the country is dependent 
on foreign countries for the supply of clay of superior 
quality. With regard to kaolin, the Belgian extraction 
only amounts to 5,500 tons, whereas the United Kingdom, 
the main supplier of this material, exported 65,000 tons 
to Belgium in the course of 1927. It is to be pointed out 
that Belgium occupies the second place among the United 
Kingdom customers for kaolin. Most of the other raw 
materials used in the ceramic industry, viz., feldspar, 
plastic clay, quartz, silica, are also imported. In 1927 
imports of feldspar amounted to 10,300 tons, of which 
6,500 tons came from France. 

The ceramic industry employs 30,000 workmen in its 
various branches, while the value of the goods exported 
in 1927 amounted to approximately 150 million frs., as 
against 60 million frs. in 1926. 

Bricks and tiles form the greater part of the ceramic 
exports, 1,452,000 tons of such goods representing a value 
of approximately 140 million frs., having been sent abroad 
during the year 1927.

According to ‘‘ Wileman’s Brazilian Review,’’ imports 


into and exports from Brazil during the six months under 
review were valued at £43,243,000 and £48,532,000  re- 
spectively.

£7,540,000 and £7,850,000, comparing with £7,533,000 and 
£9,082,000 respectively in May.

FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Prague reports 
that according to provisional figures recently issued by the 
State Statistics Office imports and exports during August 
last were valued at 1,299,419,000 Czech crowns and 
1 ,763,452,000 crs., as compared with 1,576,675,000 crs. and 
1 573,556,000 crs. respectively in August, 1927. During 
the first eight months of the current year the respective 
totals were 11,977,226,000 crs. and 13,111,167,000 crs., 
while in the corresponding period of 1927 the respective 
totals were 10,443,341,000 crs. and 11,757,220,000 crs. 
Thus for August last a favourable trade balance of 
464,033,000 crs. is shown, and for the period January- 
August last a balance in favour of Czechoslovakia of 
1,133,941,000 crs. The following table shows the value of

FOREIGN TRADE IN JULY. 


The British Consul-General at Reval reports that ac- 
cording to figures recently issued by the Central Statis- 
tical Bureau, imports and exports amounted to 10,763,103 
krons. and 14,302,963 krons., a balance in the country’s 
favour of 3,539,860 krons. The foreign trade for the first 
seven months of the year also shows a balance in favour 
of Estonia, amounting to 493,092 krons., imports and 
exports during that period amounting to 70,245,831 krons. 
and 70,738,923 krons. respectively. 

The principal imports were cereals (16-4 per cent. of the 
total imports), cotton (10-8 per cent.), other foodstuffs 
(10-5 per cent.), machinery and vehicles (8-5 per cent.), 
and textile goods (7-5 per cent.). 

As regards exports, the largest item was butter (42-6 
per cent.), timber (26-0 per cent.), textile goods (9-4 per 
cent.), and paper (7-6 per cent.). 

Germany, as usual, heads the list of suppliers of Estonia 
with (26-6 per cent.) of the total imports, followed by 
the United States (19-2 per cent.), (wheat and cotton), 
Great Britain (13-4 per cent.), and Sweden (9-4 per cent.). 

The chief purchasers of Estonian exports were Great 
Britain (51-8 per cent.), mainly butter and timber, and 
Germany (18-3 per cent.), principally butter and textile 
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goods; the percentages sent to other countries being quite

GOLD COAST COLONY. 


COCOA CROP PROSPECTS. 


The Director of Agriculture at Accra has reported to 
the Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelligence 
Bureau in London that the mid-season cocoa crop has been 
rather below the average in almost all districts. The 
harvest finished about the end of July and by mid-August 
had been marketed. The main crop is well advanced in 
Eastern Province, and there are indications of yields 
being up to the average of the last five years. Rains 
have been normal throughout the season and prospects are 
good. In Central Province also a good crop is anticipated, 
and rains have been satisfactory during the last few 
months. There are indications of a fair average crop in 
most parts of Western Province. Rains have been satis- 
factory in Ashanti, and the break during early August 
was favourable to the development of pods. There is 
promise of the crop being rather heavier than last year.

GERMANY. 





IRON PRODUCTION, IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The British Consul-General at Cologne reports that the 
inland iron production has on the whole been satisfactory 
during the last eighteen months. The first six months 
of 1928, as compared with the similar period of 1927, 
showed, however, in most of the iron products a decline 
in output as well as in home consumption. Imports are 
still comparatively high, taking into account the home 
production, this being chiefly due to the depressed world 
market prices for the various iron products. The following 
table shows the production, import, and export of the 
principal iron products as well as the home demand based 
therein during the first six months of 1928 :—

ADMISSION OF CERTAIN 
CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS AT 
RATE OF DUTY. 
NoTicE TO IMPORTERS. 

Section 7 of the Finance Act, 1928, provides that, 
subject to compliance with such conditions as the Com- 
missioners may by regulations prescribe, as from the 28th 
day of April, 1928, negative cinematograph films which 
are certified by the Board of Trade to satisfy the require- 
ments of subsection (3) of section 27 of the Cinematograph 
Films Act, 1927 (which prescribes what films shall be 
deemed to be British films for the purposes of that Act), 
and parts of any films so certified shall, for the purpose 
of duties of Customs chargeable on cinematograph films, 
be treated as if they were blank film. 

Negative cinematograph films for which the benefit of 
the above concession is claimed must be entered for ware- 
housing, on Customs Forms No. 46 (Sale) or No. 46a 
(Sale), at a warehouse specially approved for the ware- 
housing of cinematograph films. The importer will be 
required to state on entry that a Board of Trade certificate 
has been issued to him in respect of the film, or that he 
has applied, or will apply, for the issue of such a certifi- 
cate. 

The importer will be required to lodge the Board of 
Trade certificate with the proper Officer of Customs and 
Excise at the warehouse together with— 

(a) a declaration made before an Officer of Customs and 
Excise by, or on behalf of, the importer that the film 
described in Entry No. ......... Cee calcitic ' 
is the film, or part of the film, to which the Board of 
Trade certificate relates, and 

(6) a complete copy of the scenario of the film, or where 
this cannot be lodged, evidence to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners identifying the imported film with 
the Board of Trade certificate.

PRESCRIBED STANDARD FOR CUSTOMS 
DUTY: TOMATO PUREE. 
The following standard upon which Customs duty shall 


be charged on concentrated tomato puree imported into 
Australia has been fixed by the Customs Statutory Rules, 





of 25th August publishes an Ordinance, dated 22nd August, 
1928, cited as the ‘‘ Liquor Export Duty (Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1928,’’ which substitutes the following export 
duties for those previously in force on all intoxicating 
liquors exported from the Colony, whether by Jand or 
sea :— ; 

On every liquid gallon of beer, porter, and malted 
liquor, a duty of twelve and one-half cents. 

On every liquid gallon of alcohol or pure spirit other 
than industrial or denatured alcohol exceeding in 
.strength one and one-half times the strength of proof, 
a duty of thirty-seven and one-half cents. 

On every liquid gallon of wine, potable spirits (other 
than alcohol or pure spirit on which a duty of thirty- 
seven and one-half cents is hereby levied), bitters, 
cordials, and liqueurs, a duty of fifty cents. 





DANGEROUS DRUGS ORDINANCE. 


The Supplement to the ‘‘ British Honduras Gazette ’’ of 
25th August also publishes the text of an Ordinance 
(No. 22 ot 1928), dated 23rd August, 1928, to consolidate 
and amend the law relating to Opium and other Dan- 
gerous Drugs. The Ordinance defines drugs coming within 
its purview; prohibits the cultivation, possession and sale 
of certain plants; prohibits the importation or exportation 
of raw opium and certain other drugs, also their trans- 
shipment. Provision is made for the admission of 
medicinal opium, cocaine, etc., under licence.

BRITISH INDIA. 





GRANT OF PROTECTION TO THE MATCH 
INDUSTRY. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ’’ for 6th September, 1928, 


publishes the following regarding the Report of the Tariff 
Board as to the grant of protection to the match industry. 


‘The Government of India accept the finding of the 


Board that the match industry in India fulfils the three 
conditions laid down by the Indian Fiscal Commission and 
should be protected. The Board recommend that _ the 
present duty of Rs. 1-8-0 per gross should be maintained 
and converted into a protective duty. The Government 
of India accept this recommendation and propose to in- 
troduce legislation during the coming session to give effect 
to this decision. 

‘‘The Government of India agree with the Tariff Board 
that no limit should be fixed for the period of protection. 
They do not contemplate, however, the retention of the 
duty at the high rate of Rs. 1-8-0 per gross for any long 
period. This high rate of duty is necessitated mainly by 
the existence of an international combine with large finan- 
cial resources and controlling the manufacture and sale 
of matches in a large part of the world, and partly by the 
preference displayed by the consumer for the imported 
article, a preference which should gradually diminish as 
the match made in India establishes its reputation. If it 
became evident that the Swedish Match Company had 
definitely adopted a policy of supplying the Indian market 
by matches made in India, and if it appeared that the 
prejudice against the Indian ‘match, similar in quality to 
the imported match, was disappearing, the amount of 
duty would be open to reconsideration. 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 





“The Tariff Board consider that the manufacture of 
matches is not a fit industry for development on cottage 
lines, and cannot recommend any special measures for the 
encouragement of cottage match factories. The Govern- 
ment of India accept this finding. 

“The Tariff Board recognise that in certain circum- 
stances an excise duty may properly be levied on matches 
manufactured in India, and the Government of India 
agree that conditions may arise rendering the imposition 
of such a duty desirable. They do not, however, con- 
template the imposition of an excise duty at present. 

“The Government of India accept the finding of the 
Board that in present circumstances no action is called 
for against the Swedish Match Company on the ground 
of unfair competition. The Board recommend that, should 
developments indicate that the Company is acquiring undue 
control to the detriment of the Indian industry, Govern- 
ment should take steps to safeguard this industry. The 
Government of India consider that if it appeared probable 
that the Swedish Match Company would obtain a 
monopoly of the manufacture and sale of matches in India, 
this would create a new situation which would necessitate 
a re-examination of the position.’’ [Resolution No. 235-T. 
(24), dated the Ist September, 1928, of the Government 
of India in the Department of Commerce. |

PRODUCE EXPORT REGULATIONS. 

Government Notice No. 20 of 1928 contains the Produce 
Export Regulations, 1928, which came into force on Ist 
August, 1928. 

The Regulations provide, inter alia, that no palm oil, 
palm kernels or cocoa shall be exported from the Colony 
of Nigeria or the Southern Provinces or the Province of 
Ilorin unless they have been inspected in accordance with 
the Regulations and, in the case of palm oil and palm 
kernels, passed as first quality produce, and, in the case 
of cocoa, graded in accordance with the Regulations. 





SUDAN. 





MOTOR SPIRIT: IMPORT AND EXCISE DUTY. 


The ‘‘ Sudan Government Gazette’’ of 15th August, 
1928, publishes ‘‘ The Customs (Duty on Motor Spirit) 
Amendment Ordinance, 1928,’’ by which the Customs duty 
on motor spirit imported into the Sudan is increased to 
5 per cent. ad valorem with effect from 22nd August; 
also ‘‘ The Excise and Consumption Duties (Motor Spirit) 
Amendment Ordinance, 1928,’’ which imposes an excise 
duty on the production or manufacture in the Sudan of 
motor spirit at the rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem, with 
effect from 22nd August. 





TERRITORY OF NEW GUINEA. 


CONTROL OF EXPLOSIVES. 

The ‘‘ New Guinea Gazette’’ of 22nd June contains 
a Government Notice fixing the lst July, 1928, as the date 
upon which the Explosives Ordinance, 1928, shall come 
into operation.

PROLONGATION OF THE FRANCO-GREEK 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION, 


The Commercial Convention of 8th’ September, 1926, 
between France and Greece, which was to have expired on 
10th September (see the ‘ Journal’? of 16th August, 
page 218), has been prolonged for a further period of four 
months by an Exchange of Notes. 

As a result of this extension the reduced duties on 
many classes of goods entering Greece, provided for by 
the Convention (which are, of course, enjoyed by similar 
goods of United Kingdom origin), will continue to be 
operative until llth January next. 





POLAND. 





IMPORTATION OF SAMPLES AND PATTERNS. 


H.M. Representative at Warsaw has forwarded a trans- 
lation of a Circular dated 8th August, and effective as 
from 25th August, relating to the procedure to be followed 
in the clearance of patterns and samples by the Polish 
Customs authorities. 

Patterns and samples of goods of any origin, the im- 
portation of which is prohibited, which are free of import 
duty under Art.-10 (10) of the Customs regulations, may 
be imported into Poland without an import licence. 

Patterns and samples of goods, the import of which is 
prohibited, which may eventually be sold and, therefore, 
become liable to import duty, may only be imported under 
licence. In the absence of a licence, the patterns and 
samples, if arriving from a country having a commercial 
treaty with Poland, may be cleared on deposit of a double 
security (value of the Customs duty plus the value of the 
goods). If arriving from other countries an import licence 
must be presented. 

On the clearance of samples of foodstuffs which as such 
are consequently not re-exported abroad the value of the 
Customs duty should be deposited, provided that the 
samples are imported by persons or commercial associations 
dealing in the goods or by commercial travellers, from a 
‘‘ treaty ’’ country. 

Patterns and samples other than those covered by 
Art. 10 (10) of the Customs Regulations may only be 
cleared on the basis of a deposited security, if the goods 
are imported from a treaty country. 

Security for Customs duties, the value of the patterns, 
the manipulation and any excise levied at the time of 
clearance, will be refunded if the patterns and samples 
are re-exported in due course in an unchanged condition. 

When clearing small quantities of patterns and samples 
of goods (whether prohibited to be imported or not) other 
than those covered by Art. 10 (10) of the Customs Regula- 
tions, and imported from a treaty country, import duty 
should be levied at the ‘‘ conventional ’’ rate of duty 
without an import licence being required. 

Patterns and models sent to Polish factories for the 
execution of orders destined for foreign purchasers should 
be admitted by Customs Offices without any special 
permit, without regard to their origin, provided that the 
importer presents in each case a certificate from a Chamber 
of Commerce or an Industrial Association that the article 
is only a model and is not destined for trade. At the 
request of the factory the goods may be cleared on deposit 
of security for Customs duty. 

Labels, drawings, stamps, etc. (except labels with names 
of foreign producers) sent by foreign receivers of Polish 
articles to firms producing for export and destined for 
marking the goods to facilitate their sale on foreign 
markets may be cleared (whatever their origin) under a 
certificate issued in each case by the Chamber of Commerce 
and/or the National Union of Industrial Experts stating 
that they are regarded as labels, etc., destined for marking 


the articles for export. 
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DUTY ON RICE FOR 
AND EXPORT. 


REFUND OF IMPORT 
MANUFACTURE 


In virtue of an Order dated 3rd September and effective 


as from 19th September, the Customs duty on unhusked 
and husked rice (with chaff) imported into Poland for the 
manufacture of husked rice by Polish husked rice factories 
and subsequently exported abroad, will be refunded at 
the rate of 0.56 zloty per 100 kilogs. of husked and polished 
rice exported. 





TARIFF REDUCTIONS (AGREEMENT WITH 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA). 


Following on the general increase of Polish Customs duties 
by 30 per cent. or 72 per cent. in March last in connection 
with the stabilisation of Polish currency (see the notice in 
the “‘ Journal ” of 23rd February, pages 260-1), negotiations 
were entered into between Poland and Czechoslovakia 
which resulted in the signature, on 26th June, 1928, of a 
Fourth Additional Protocol to the Commercial Convention 
of 23rd April, 1925, between the two countries, the pro- 
visional enforcement of which, as from Ist August, 1928, 
resulted in numerous reductions in the Polish Customs 
duties. 

The provisions of previous Polish—Czechoslovak arrange- 
ments regarding Polish Customs duties are cancelled, and 
replaced by those contained in two lists (A and B) annexed 
to the new Protocol. 

As regards List A, the goods specitied herein may not 
be subject to any higher duties than those indicated, the 
duties being tixed on the basis of the stabilised zlote. 
A translation of List A is given below, and it may be 
explained that its general effect is— 

(a) to exempt most of the goods covered by earlier 
arrangements with Czechoslovakia, in whole or in part, 
from the percentage increases of duty enforced in March. 
In some cases, however, the new rates equal the former 
rates plus the full percentage increase, e.g., in the case 
of footwear falling under No. 57 (1) (c) and (d), stoneware 
pipes (No. 74 (5) (ce) ), galvanised sheets 0-4 mm. thick 
or more (No. 141 (2) ), wire nails 2 mm. thick or less 
(ex 156 (2) (a) ), cards (ex 156 (6) (a) ), steam and motor 
rollers (ex 167 (4) ), certain machinery for special in- 
dustries (under No. 167 (9) and (14) ), and heavy internal 
combustion engines (No. 167 (10) ); 


(b) to provide reduced duties for many classes of goods 
not covered by the former arrangements. Various 
textile goods are affected by reductions of this kind, 
including jute and linen yarns, wool yarn, cotton piece- 
goods, linen and hemp piece-goods, mixed silk piece-goods, 
and woollen and worsted piece-goods. 


As regards the goods in List B, specified percentage 
reductions are to be made from the normal duties of the 
Polish Customs Tariff, these percentage reductions to remain 
in force if the basic rates are increased or reduced. A 
translation of List ““B” is given below, showing the 
duties resulting from the application of the percentage 
reductions to the present basic duties. For some goods 
these resultant duties are the same as the former “ con- 
ventional ”’ rates. In the case of cotton yarns and artificial 
silk piece-goods, which were not covered by the former 
Conventions, the duties now in force represent reductions 
from the rates which have been in operation since March, 
although higher than those previously applicable.

SERB-CROAT-SLOVENE KINGDOM. 





IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN 
MACHINERY. 

As notified in the issue of the ‘‘ Journal’’ for 30th 
September, 1926 (page 364), articles and machinery falling 
under specified headings of the Serb-Croat-Slovene 
Customs Tariff may be imported into the Kingdom duty- 
free if they are not manufactured locally. The Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at Belgrade has forwarded 
translation of an amendment (issued on 29th August) to 
the list of machines and parts of machines which are 
manufactured in the Kingdom, and are therefore subject 
to duty. 

As a result of the amendment the following may be free 
of import duty on compliance with the prescribed condi- 
tions, viz.: milling machines and parts thereof falling 
under Tariff No. 658 (1) (except single and double portable 
mills, lifts for mills, machines for mixing flour and 
machines for cleaning flour); electro motors up to 50 h.p.: 
(1) for trams, (2) special dynamo motors for lighting rail- 
way carriages, and (3) special dynamo motors for welding ; 
transformers (except those up to 500 kilowatt-amperes at a 
pressure of 10,000 volts).
